W ithin 
the last year or two it has 
been .somewhat extensively used in 
thi.s country. The drug is now pre­ 
pared by drug manufacturing firms 
and can he obtained through any 
pliaim acist. 
It i.s ¡uir 
up in thin glass apou- 
les with a covering of knitted silk. 
Tlie ampoule can be crushed in a 
handkerchief and the fumes inhal­ 
ed. The dosage is three or four of 
these 
inhalations 
in 
twenty-four 
hours, and this should be kept up, 
for a month or six weeks. If relief ' 
is 
obtained 
sooner 
the 
treatment 
can he stopped. Bu t the trial should 
not be given up until treatment has 
been carried out for a month or six 
weeks. Excessive dosage is harm ­ 
ful, and the method should, there­ 
fore, be used under a physician’s 
supervision. 
A certain number of patients ob­ 
tain relief from their neuralgia by 
this method. The relief appears to 
be quite permanent. A fter relief is 
obtained, they are advised to inhale 
the drug on one or two days of 
each month. It seems to act exclu­ 
sively on 
the trifacial nerve, di­ 
minishing pain and sensitivity. 
Trifacial neuralgia 
causes 
such 
terrible suffering that the method 
should be worth a trial in all cases. 
Especially since the other methods 
which are likely to give relief are 
somewhat 
drastic— consisting 
they do of either injections of 
nerve with alcohol, or surgical 
moval of the ganglion of the 
facial nerve.

The meHiod has been used in many 
thousands of cases. It is known not 
to be danirerous and it is known to 
be effecTive. The age at which the 
iiio Illatio n should he gi\en is pre­ 
ferably about one year. Many par­ 
ents hesitate to give it to children 
at tliij 
hut as a m atter of fact, 
Hi* y stand it just as well, or even 
better tiian children of older ages. 
At an>' rate, every child should be 
i m m u n i z e d a s a i n s t diphtheria beicft'e 
ent*-iirig school.
